“They don't intend to bail us out. 
while leaving the fundamentit prob- 
lem unresolved. If no remedies are 
applied, we might came up with the 
sume emergency demand next time 
round, # prospect which they don’t 
relish." 

What is the purpose of the current 
visit by a delegation pf U.S. con- 
gressmen headed by Sam Gibbons, 
chairman of the trade sub- 
committee in the House of Repre- 
sentatives? 

“Under the American Constitu- 
tion, authority to deal with matters 
of foreign trade ix vested in Con- 
gress, not the government. Congress 
assigns to the government the power 
fo negotiute uriff reductions. 

“Last week, the ninth session of 
our government-lo-government 
Acgotiating teams on the proposed 
free trnde area (FTA) took place. 
this time in Israel," which is why 
Halperin is here at the moment. He 
heads the Israeli delegation. Head- 
ing the American delegation is Mrs. 
Doval Cuoper, of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of the Treasury, 

“We have ironed out the main 
Problems and no more plenary meet- 
ings will be needed. Such questions 
8S are still outstanding will have to be 
handled by the two of us, Mrs.

(A handful of 
ultra-sensitive products may tike 
longer.) 

By then, industrial goods will en- 
ter israel without any customs duties 
whutsvever, both fram Western 
Europe and from the United States, 
source of the great bulk of Israel's 
imports. Can our industry survive 
the pressures of such unrelenting 
competition? Ξ 

“Flalf of Isract’s industrial output 
is already marketed abroad. And 
that proportion will have ta increase, 
since we must double and treble our 
exports to make both ends meet. 

“So we are competing with the 
advanced countries in work! mar- 
kets, und will have to compete more 
over the coming yeurs. It's like a 
football team which plays some of its 
games at home and some away. We 
cin hardly expect to win ail the 
matches on foreign pitches if we are 
incapable of facing the challenge on 
our own honte graunds, can we?” 


AGED 42 and the father of five, 
Danny Halperin is one of the rising 
‘Treasury stars. He started off as 
spokesman to the finance minister in 
the days of Pinhas Sapir, and has 
lwaded the economic mission in 
Washington since 1979. He talks 
quickly and argues lucidly. 

That hus served him well in the 
States. “What I [ike about that coun- 
try is its open-mindedness. People in 
official positions listen, you can get 
through to them. They judge a case 
on its merits. They are ready to 
admit they are wrong, they'll say: 
‘You made a point, you've con- 
vinced me’ - it's quite remarkable. 

“The system in America is dilfe- 
rent from elsewhere, it might be 
described as centripetal. In most 
countries the persons in power know 
everything, they generate the ideas 
which make policy. In the States, the 
ideas come in from the periphery, 
politicians listen to their constituen- 
cies. Everybody Is free to state his 
case. The challenge is to prove your 
point, to persuade your interlocutor 
that you are right. : 

“Lobbying is a dirty word in 
Europe; in America it is acceptable 
procedure. People defending an 
issue in which they have an interest 


are allawed τὸ have their say. The 
principle of free competition applies 
in debate as it applies in business. 

“By arguing your case well you 
can actually change policy. That 
siaiement is the greatest trihute 1 can 
pay to the American way of doing 
things.” 


TALKING about arguments, many 
Israelis argue (hat Israel already has 
free entry for its industrial goods 
under the GSP treaty, which pro- 
vides special dispensation for de- 
veloping countries. Why give free 
entry to American goods in return 
for something we already have. 

“Beenuse the GSP cancessions 
are confined to fixed quantities of 
export, also they are in force for a 
limited period of time. The present 
treaty expires on January 1, and will 
have to be renewed. Will it be re- 
newed? Shall Isract be included in it 
every lime it is renewed? 

“Critics point out that 95 per cent of 
Isruel’s exports to the U.S. are: tariff 
free at the present time. They 
assume that the volume of our ex- 
ports is maximal — but perhaps it 
isn't. Perhaps we only sell those 
items which are tariff-free, and could 
sel] more if the zero tariff applied 
without limit. 

“The GSP agreement,” Halperin 
concludes, “‘is static. Only so much 
can be sold. The FTA is dynamic, 
trade with the U.S. becomes com- 
pletely free, albeit in both direc- 
tions." 


HE EXPECTS the free-trade treaty 
to be operative by the beginning of 
next year, Will everything be clear 
sailing after that, or are there obsta- 
cles? 

“There are obstacles, but they can 
be overcome. The Americans tend 
to be prickly over subsidies. They 
are the only country to impose coun- 
tervailing duties on “imports which 
are subsidized in the country of ori- 


gin. 
“Happily those duties don’t apply 


to products which are duty-free, or . 


to supplies from countries that are 
signatories of the ‘subsidy code’ 
(which obliges them to eliminate 
their subsidies in stages). 

“Even in those cases however, the 
authorities have to be satisfied that 


the impart causes no 'muterial dam- 
age’ to the local industry. 

“We shall therefore still have to 
face the muterin-damage test; und 
the Americans won't give us a free 
ride on that one. ΠῚ Israeli exports 
are subsidized and that subsidy helps 
some of our items to undercut the 
competing American item, ‘new 
tariff barrieis are liable ta be 
ereeted.” 

What subsidies are we Gilking ab- 
out? “Low-interest loans to Israeli 
manufacturers, both for working 
capital, und under the Capit In- 
vestments Law for development.” 
What is to be done ubout that? 
Halperin is curt: “We shall have to 
make changes — and we ary reudy to 
dose.” ‘ 

Anything else? ‘'The BOP prob- 
lem.” (Those initialat In the U.S., 
BOP stands for “balance of pay- 
ments.")} “Countries suffering n-de- 
terioration in their BOP ure permit- 
ted under GATT (the General 
Agreement for Tariffs and Trade} to 
increase their customs duties tem- 
porarily, so as to help the economy 
out ofa jam. 

“But Israel is in a chronic BOP jam, 
Americans say. What if it uses the 
GATT provision to clap ‘emergency 
duties’ on its imports despite the 
FTA? 

“And not only that. Israel has 
reached the end of the road with its 
inflationary full-employment poli- 
cies. An austerity programme is un- 
avoidable ~ and that will cause im- 
ἕν to shrink. The American pub- 
ic will have the impression that 
Israc] benefits from the FTA 
through increased exports to the 
States, while U.S. sales to Israel 


- Slagnate, because of the Israeli re- 


cession.” 

Halperin reassures his opposite 
gumbers in Washington on both 
these points. ‘‘We told them that we 
shall not erode their balance of rela- 
tive spa If omergency duties 
are imposed it will be a flat-rate 
increase for all, so that the total 
American duty will be lower than the 
total duty on imports from countries 
outside the FTA. 

“As to a possible drop In imports 
consequent on programmes of eco- 
nomic retrenchment, the point of 
interest to the Americans,” Halper-

ISRAEL is arguing its. case aggres- 
sively, and making brave conces- 
sions too, What are the holdups 
then? 

Halperin: “You must remember 
that the free-trade arrangement with 
us marks a turning-point in the 
Americans’ foreign economic poli- 
cy. They have never concluded such 
a pact before with any country - 
other than one with Canada limited 
to automobiles and motor spares. 

“The treaty with Israel will set a 
precedent, and that causes 
apprehension. The AFL-C1O labour 
federation is making hostile noises 
ΠΟΙ͂ because they fear the destructive 
effects of imports from [srael, but 
because they ask themselves 
whether this may not be the thin 
edge of the wedge. 

“There are advantages for us in 
being the first. It is a manifestation 
of the close ties which exist between 
the two countries. It creates bonds 
other than the purely military and 
strategic ones, 

“But there are also handicaps.

To one side of the palace, Adam 
built the gates of Jerusntem through 
which Gere, weuring the briefest of 
loin-cloths, enters the city trium- 
phantly for the first time. Eyes 
flashing, long curls flying in the 
wind, he dunces passionately 
through the streets, Many members 
of the team predict that this most 
sensual scene will be even more 
memorable than the franies in which 
David, as 4 young shepherd boy, 
soothes the troubled King Saul by 
singing the 23rd Psalm. 

Adam did so much research that 
he became “as conversant as if I'd 
lived during the period.” Beresford 


read the Bible se often that he re- 
ceully seated (QU per cention a Bible 
«viz he found in anewspaper. Osear- 
Winning costume designer Juhn Mol- 
Ἰὼ (Sar Wars) probed so deeply into 
the ty literature availuble that he 
discovered that the Isractite women 
of the time wore nose rings and 
tulooed their cheeks and foreheads. 
while the men wore earrings. 

Another director might have dis- 
cussed such detail, but Beresford isa 
stickler for authenticity.

varied the amounts of braid and 
jewelry. 

Even the stunts are not grandivse 
by Bible picture standards. Gere is 
duing most of his own fighting, in- 
cluding the killing of Goliath, Caor- 
dinator Alf Joint only had to hire 40) 
doubles, mostly for what he culls 
“hack and slash battle-scenes, which 
have ta look brutal.” There area't 
even as many chariot sequences as 
might he expected. Before Duvid 
becomes king. perhaps half way 
through the film, the Isractites have 
neither chariots nor bronze 
weapons. Such sophisticated war 
tuys had to be captured from the 
enemy tribes. 

“Bruce is u very contemporury 
director, who is very straightfor- 
ward, hus very good taste, and al- 
ways tries to capture the ‘normulity’ 


nal by today's standirds," 
jovial Elfund, stationed as usual out- 
side the wardrobe trailer whieh 
served us a field office. “This 
approach was the reason for his 
success with both Breaker Morant 
and Tender Mercies, and determined 
the tone af this picture. Do peaple 
want to see realistic Bible films? {t's 
ἃ great gamble on the part of Para- 
mount. 1 think people want to see 
films of quality, whieh [ hope this 
will be." 


THE ELUSIVE Richard Gere, who 
as usual is not giving interviews, 
whizzes by on a small motoreart, 
already costumed fur the scene that 
will give audiences (heir first glimpse 
of him. When casting began, Gere 
was the first choice of Beresford, 
who has followed the actor's career 
closcly since Days of Heaven. Ed- 
ward Woodward, who plays Saul, 
was not as lueky. 

“This is the only part | ever fought 
for,” said the distinguished British 
actor, who won international 
ueelain with the Lille role in Beres- 
ford's Breaker Marant, “Fourteen 
months ago | wis offered another 
role. I refused, saying only Saul - 
this strange, pained king who be- 
comes fixated on death once the 
prophet Samucl says he so longer 
rules with divine authority, and 
eventually kills himself, 

Regal in bearing, a mane of grey 
hair and a full beard framing his 
large head, Woodward laughed as he 
aped un Australian accent: “You 
can't play Saul,” he said, imitating 
Beresford. “According to the Bible, 
Suut was the tallest man in Israel." 

Wondward won the battle by in- 
sisting that the adjective in Hebrew 
was, in fact, “biggest.” Spurring him 


on was the chance to work once 
again with Beresford, ἃ superb 
director who is: most understanding 
of actors and most perceptive. 

“He planned the whole concept, 
the story board and all the shots with 
McAlpine long before anyone was 
cast. Nothing looks mechanical, but 
he's already got it. allin his head, and 
what other people bring to-it he 
receives like a desert absorbing wa- 
ter.” 

Many of the lines spoken by Saul 
were lifted directly fram the baok af 
dob to which, like Ecclesiastes, 
scriptwriter Birkin found himself 
drawn. 

“T really raided that book,” said 
the Loandon-bised Birkin, in a tele 
phone interview. “I came to this 
project with no Old Testament back~ 
ground at all. Paramount originally 
usked me to rewrite chat first script, 
which was done in the de Mille 
mould. 1 asked, “Why do David at 
all?” They suid: ‘It's a wonderful 
story, with parallels to Star Wars. 
You know, they saw David asa Luke 
Skywalker and Samuel as an Obe, 
Win Kanohe, They also suggested 1 
not bother to read the original text. 

Ἢ found it difficult to cram the 
sage of David, which should really 
be a 10-purt TV series, into: lwo 
hours. 1 also found | couldn't re- 
spond to the bowks of confirmation, 
which include Samuel. If there is 
God (I'm agnostic), 1 can’t believe 
this is what he’s like, { found the 
brutality and the logic too hard to 
take, [hadn't realized (hit in the Old 
Testament, God's commiunds were 
set out so clearly - there are no pink 
pages. [¢ wits hard to make God a 
hero. It was also hard in 1984 to write 
a film whout our hate (amented im 
perialists. This is not a Ten Com- 
Mmandments, the story of τι be- 


leaguered people in exile. David was 
the Cecil Rhodes of modern Israel. 
Ht was hard tu make a case for him, 
the king who carved an empire 
acearding to the maj dreamed by 
Abrahain.” 


ACCORDING TO Rabbi Jonathan 
Magonet, head of the Bible depurt- 
ment at London's Leo Bueck Cal 
lege, and religious ilviser on the 
King David sci, the one scriptural 
character absent from the film is, in 
fact, Gud, 

“But 1 cume in only two months 
ago, when the script was already 
given,” siid Magonet, whose college 
has supplied technical experts for 
films ranging tram Jesus of Nazaretlt 
to γε. “The film will be very 
controversial; but 1 think the por- 
trayal of David is most accurate. 
That's what makes the project 
worthwhile. There are several sub- 
plots | found hard to swallow, such 
ay Bathsheba's relationship with 
David and to what degree she was 
putup to seducing him by her father. 
The David and Jonathan rela 
ftonship, on the other hand, is 
Straighfurward, untouched by gay 
lib. There are alsy several remarks in 
the film that reflect a Christian view 
of the Old Testament, such as using 
the ‘eye for an eye and tooth fora 
tuoth' definition of justice, 

“But | think that the great con- 
flicts Birkin ‘encouraged by Bruce’ 
hus dared to incurporate inthe seript 
show great courage. David wis the 
greatest king at Israel: the most 
charismatic, the most creative and 
the most ambitious. Ie was a man 
Griven by his quest for power, hy his 
sexuality, and his religious bétiefs.

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THE PRINCIPAL of a girls’ college 
in Coimbatore, southern India, 
proudly pointed uut a structure on 
her roof. That's our solar heater,” 
she suid. 

“[ know,” T replied, “We have 
them in Israel." 

“Of course, thal's where we 
obtained the model for ours.” 

The respect for [s technology 
amd progress, incl general the 
positive feeling for Israel, was evi- 
dent during our trip to the subcanti- 
nent. It contrasted sharply with the 
Indiun government's outspoken 
anti-Israeli stance, apparent at the 
conferences of the supposedly non- 
aligned nations, but also noticeable in 
newspaper coverage of [sracl. The 
official attitude was explained to us as 
being comprised partly of fear of the 
substantial Moslem minority, partly 
of oil, and unwillingness to jeopardize 
the flow of funds from Indians em- 
ployed in the Gulf states. 

India is’an experience. My wife 
and I were told by Israeli friends who 
had lived in India, as well ax by 
tourists, to expect the worst: dirt, 
deprivation, poverty heyond im- 
fgination, Bul they also mentioned, 
the friendliness of the peaple and the 
extreme hospilalily of the Jews, In 
our 16-diy trip, which took us from 
Bombay on the west coust to Caleut- 
tun the east, and from New Delhi 
in the north to Cochin in the south, 

ewe made it our business to visit our 
brethren. 


BOMBAY IS tadiy the only centre 

af Jewish life, with some SI τὸ 
6.000 Jews Jiving in India’s second 
est city. ‘The splendour of the 
handful of symapugies is in pliring 
ΟΠ ΝΕ to the small number of Jews 
attending them. ‘Fhe community still 
of the two proups thit com- 
in Jewry, those of Oriental 
heritige nnd the Bene Israel. The 
former, who immigrated to India in 
the early t9th century, still maintain 
their traditional Sephardi customs. 
The ancestry of the Bene Israel is 
older and fess certain. 

Bene Israel tradition traces their 
origin to τοῖν from {he Holy 
Land in the first century BCE, 
flecing the religious persecution of 
Antiochus Epiphanes. Historinas 
doubt these claims, believing that 
Ss aincestors immi- 
grated to India at a hier date, 
perhups as lale us the 10th century. 

In recent times, their selective 
practise of Judaism led ta con- 
troversy over the status of the Bene 
Tsracl as Jews, especially insofar as 
marrying the Baghdadi Jews of India 
was concerned. Although responsa 
from such rabbinic luminaries as: 
Chief Rubbi Herzog und Uziel per- 
milted these marriages, full accep- 
tance of the Bene Israel moved 
ahead slowly. 

The problem became more critical 
with the immigration of large num- 
bets of Bene [sraet into Isruet after 
1948 and their toped-for integration 
tto Israeli society, In 1962, the 
Rabbinic Council reaffirmed the 
eartier decision, but il: took’ protest 
strikes by the Bene Israel in 1964 for 
their status to be finally clarified.

Indeed, if these was an Altman 
style, it was presenting a very com- 
plex aural aunt visual image and 
practically forme the speetitor to 
participate in the artistic process by 
himself eliminating the superfluous 
and focusing on essential details. If 
people do that in real life, after alt, 
they don’t have a cameri pointing 
them in the right direction when they 
walk slong the street, why shouldn't 
they do as much in movie theatre? 

This was the charm, and the chal- 
lenge of such pictures as Nushville, 
which worked in spite of al] forebod- 
ings, but also of Ruffalo Bill and the 
Indians, which did not, possibly be- 
cause it was butchered by the pro- 
ducers who didn’t believe in it or 
didn't understand it, possibly be- 
cause Altman himself had gone ἃ 
Step too far. For there he really did 
try to pack into one movie every- 
thing he thought about his pet sub- 
ject, the American way of life, and 
he wus su concentrated on the mes- 
sage that he forgot to decode it fora 
wider audience. 


ANYWAY, that was the Altman 
that was, Now there is a completely 
different Altman before us, u film 
director who is taking enurmous 
pains to have every word of dialogue 
Sound crystal-clear in one's ears, a 
Much more arduous tisk than you 
might suspect, since this is an amal- 
gan hell of tough language, explod- 
ing with violence, street slang and 
hate and then moving without warn- 
ing into the realms of poetry. 

Visually, the same thing happens 
all over again. Instead of the wide 
Sngles, tong shots, intricate frames 

Once fancied, here he won't allow 
the eye to wander one inch from the 
Senire of the action, for the very 
simple reason that there is nowhere 
to wander, 

Most of the time the frame con- 
tains only details. Altman goes for 
Powerfully dramatic effects; he 
Moves from understatement (Ὁ over- 
Statement. Instead of keeping as 
Much in the background as possible 
and giving his audience freedom to 
Teach its own conclusions, he now 
manipulates it totally, never relin- 
quishing control for a moment.

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al lirge. When David Rabe wrote 
the plity in 1960, it was triggered by 
the Vietnam conflict just being up- 
grided by the U.S, government from 
a police operation toa full-scale war, 
Now, says Altman, with President 
Reagan once again on the warpath in 
Latin America and in Africa, the 
situation is about τα be repeated and 
the play is once again topical. 


RABE STARTED OUT with a sim- 
ple premise. Four recruits, two white 
and two black, are spending their 
last day und night at home before 
being shipped to the South-East 
Asian arena, They are joined by two 
sergeants, veterans who have 
already been in Vietnam and are 
supposed to return there, 

The drama consists of the conflict 
between the recruits. One of the 
whites is a college graduate from the 
South, with the typical attributes of a 
“square” education, a conservative 
background, and enough sensitivity 
to perceive that there are some 
chinks in his intellectual and emo- 
tional armour, which he would pre- 
fer to ignore. The other white is a 
closet homosexual, who would 
rather read poetry than play foot- 
ball. He has come to terms with his 
own emotional problems but not 
with the way they are frowned upon 
by the rest of the world. 

One of the blacks comes from the 
Strects but is doing his best to gradu- 
ale to respectable socicty. He 
reasons himself out of his natural 
anger, conscious that it will never 
breed anything but more anger, The 
other black, also from the streets, 
nurtures a boundless hatred for ev- 
erything white and feels that he is 
entitled to take eternal revenge on 
his enemies. 

As for the two sergeants, they are 
two versions of the American red- 
neck, to use a vulgar description. 
That is, they are typical carcer sol- 
dicrs, who chose the army because 
they found nothing better to do, but 
who slowly, through the clouds of 
alcohol in which they take refuge 
evcry so often, begin tq get an in- 
kling that things may not be as 
moral, as reasonnble, or as accept- 
able as they would like to believe 
them to be when they ure sober. 


IT IS, of course very tempting to 
start playing the allegory game and 
pin labels on each of the characters, 
thus turning the play and the movie 
intoa kind of political tract, Which it 
is not. For thanks to Rabe and 
Altman and a superb cast of actors, 
each character is so rich, so many 
new facets are sprung on you at the 
most unexpected moments, that you 
have to consider them first of all as 
human beings. These aren't fictional 
symbols, puppets pulled by the play- 
wright's strings to perform a fable 
before our eyes, but real persons, 
with so much frustration, pain, love 
and despair bottled up in each one of 
them, that whether the allegory 
works or not is finally almost 
irrelevant. ᾿ 

Also, the truth is that there is 
more than one allegory here. The 
one that suggests itself from the very 
beginning, is that of human beings 
turned into killing machines to be 
remote-controlled from above. In- 
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deed, watching the perfect drills uf a 
marine squid, accompanying the 
credils, and then witnessing a suicile 
Attempt by a τορι αἱ, is enough to 
Sugeest that we are in un antiwar 
πιωνίς, ‘To use Allman's own argu- 
mien, iJ the urmy was, after Korea 
and before Vietnam, a plice one 
could take refuge in fora while, ange 
the real. palpable danger of war 
became a reulity the whole set of 
tules of the game changed. And 
those trapped in the middle, for 
whatever reason, becume its tragic 
victims. 

But this is only the most obvious 
aspect of this movie. Once you fol- 
low it a bit further you discover it is 
also about relations between whites 
and blacks, and the different shades 
in this relationship, acutely brought 
to a pitch by the ghetto turmoils at 
the time the play was written, but 
still as relevant today, when Jesse 
Jackson became a contender for the 
American presidency. 

A variety of moral dilemmas are 
placed before these characters, con- 
cerning the real meaning of such 
terms as musculinity, patriotism, dis- 
cipline. But each one is also caught 
in his most insecure moments when 
he doubts himself and everything he 
stands fur. 


Without any reul stary to pull the’ 


whale thing together, the tut 
itlmosphere is intensified hy the mi- 
nute, though incisive conversutions 
which pitilessly strip the four young 
boys of any pretence, until only raw 
nerves are left and tragedy erupts. 
When this happens, the point is 
finally driven home: for the lust 
sequence, a renurkable monclogue 
by one of the sergeunts who refuses 
alter all, ta return to Vietnam, shows. 
humanilife ta be su brittle, and death 
so arbitrary, that perhaps the only 
way is simply not to look too careful- 
ly at what is happening around you. 
This monologue. in’ which the 
sergeant simply describes in detail a 
traffic accident he witnessed and the 
reaction of the people uround him, 
may well he one of the most memor- 
able scenes in the whole movie, One 
of Rabe's conditions for allowing the 
play to be made into a film was that 
this apparently extraneous scene be 
kept in. And, indeed, it puts the 
entire movie into αὶ different pers- 
pective, because what could other- 
wise have been interpreted us street 
violence erupting in closed quarters, 
becomes an authentic human 
tragedy, even more shocking be- 
cause it is both puintless and un- 
avoidable. 

TE alt this works in the end, it is 
only because the entire film is the 
result of teamwork in the fullest 
sense of the word. That is, nobody 
could doubt that Altman was com- 
pletely in control, but he also had the 
necessary tools for the job. No won- 
der that in Venice last year, the jury, 
consisting of nine of the world's 
greatest directors, couldn't decide 
who should receive the acting award, 
and finally gave it to all six of his 
actors. [f, however, one has to 
choose among them, I would say that 
Mitchell Lichtenstein as the 
homosexual, Michael Wright as the 
angry black and George Dzundza, as 
the uncouth sergeant who delivers 
the last monologue are the three 
outstanding ones. 

Finally, l realize that many people 
wilt complain, that this isn’t really a 
movie, that being it is confined to 
one place and one span of time, with 
very theatrical effects, it is just a 
filmed play. Maybe, but who cares, 
as long asit grips you from begining 
to end? Andanyway, why not accept 
Altman's explanation that, unlike 
theatre, he brings the spectator right 
onto the stage, tells him what to look 
for and eliminates the distance cre- 
ated by the proscenium? oO

“TL LIKE Latin Americans.” my com- 
panion suid to me its we sat down fur 
tunch at ΕἸ Gaucho, an Argentinian 
restaurant on Tel Aviv's Rehov 
Hayarkon, at the corner of 
Borochov. "They know haw tu en- 
joy themselves.” 

Certainly it was a day on which 
anyone ought τῷ be enjoying him- 
self, The sun shone, a pleasant 
breeze blew in from the sea, the 
water sparkled. The Spanish we 
heard at many of the tables on the 
restaurant terrace seemed a gaad 
omen, 

El Gaucho's menu is printed in a 
mixture of Spanish, English and 
Hebrew, with many corrections anit 
additions. The waiter, a friendly fel- 
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low dressed in the wide, cain- 
studded leather bell, baggy trousers 
and high-heeled bouts of the Ar 
gentinian gaucho, helped us lo steer 
our way through it. Meanwhile, init 
roum separated from the restaurant 
by a glass wall, an elderly man was 
presiding over an cnormous charcoal 
grill with all the precision and care of 
a Toscanini. 

T vpened my oneal with a dish 
listed as vite! Gare, which 1 remem- 
bered fram Haly as vitella tonite, 
and which in English could be culted 
veal in tuna sauce, The cooked veal 
is served in home-made mayonnaise 
in which tuna is one of the ingre- 
dients. It was quite good, and 1 
found myself mopping up the sauce

with the litte rounds of bread in a 
basket an the table. 

My companion, meanwhile, wits en- 
joying the mutambre, a sort of stuf- 
fed roll of beef, served cold ind 
thinty sliced. Tt was a pleasant 
mosaic of meat. herhs and bright 
bhick nuggets whieh Gane aut to be 
prunes. They were accompanied hy 
a small dish of potate salad cand a 
little μαι ΟΣ af red-hot sauce, 


FOR THE MAIN course. we 
naturally ordered grilled neat. [ἢ- 
deed, if the news reports frou 
Argentina are aceurate, there's 
more chance these days of enjoyin 
good Argentinian beefsteak in Tel 
Aviv than in Buenos Aires. For beef 
is the principal ment of El Gaucho 
though its menu offers a varicly of 
ineats. 

After pondering the menu a long 
time, we decided upon two kinds of 
asado, with and withoul bones. Asa- 
εἰσ refers to the cut known in North 
America which has short ribs, and 
has been marinated in a mixture of 


herbs. ΠΕ is not the most tender of 
cuts, but its taste compensates tor 
those whose teeth ae in working 
order. 

In fact, as the waiter expitined to 
us, the boned asada was veal, or 
what would seem to be young beef, 
Iwas the jucier and, to my mind, the 
tastier of the two cuts, There was i 
dish also of the garlic, herb and 
vinegar sauce with which the cegnos- 
centi flavour their meat. We used it 
liberally. With the meat came a 
Pleasant though not exceptional, 
mixed vegetable salad. 
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At this point we asked the waiter 
about the dink miaay of (he diners 
seemed ta be enjoying. {fe looked 
alarmed, and rushed olf te bing us 
one each. Ho tuned out ta be a 
complimentary cocktail be had for 
gotten Lo bring us. tle assured us that 
it was just as good at de end af a 
meal. Ἢ hil ἃ few beers already, so 
that the cocktail inserted me inte 
Nirvana for the next tew hours. 

There were thice items of dessert: 
ice cream, creme caramel und fruit 
salad. The lurid colours of the first, 
served at anearby table, had put us 
off, so we ordered the last two. The 
ereme caramel was home-made, and 


fruit 
tremely generous portions and made 
with mostly fresh fruit, was rather 
uninteresting.

CAROL TETEN was one of the first 
arrivals from the U.S. for the Inter- 
national Movement Notation Con- 
gress. She came two weeks ahead of 
time because, for her lecture demon- 
stration on the Gavotte - Four Nota- 
tion Scores from Four Centuries (Au- 
gust 15), she wanted live performers.

LAURA TOLEDO is a Spanish 
dancer who has been a soloist in 
some of the greatest Spanish com- 
panies and today has a studio (with 
Antonia Salus) in Madrid. She is also 
the daughter of the late Zalman 
Shneour, the well-known writer, and 
that is what brought her to Israel. It 
is the 25th anniversary of his burial in 
Israel. 

When she embarked on her dance 
career she took the name of the 
Spanish town that was a centre of 
medieval Jewish learning. She says. 
her father always told her they had 
Spanish Jewish ancestors. Born in 
Paris, she grew up in the United 
States, studied at the Metropolitan 
Ballet School in New York and soon 
turned to Spanigh dance. During a 
visit to Paris, she met the famous 
Antonio and became his first soloist. 
Thereafter, she danced in other 
companies -- Carmen Amaya, Gre- 
co, Pilar Lopez, Mariemma. 

Like our Silvia Duran, she is one 

of the rare non-gypsies who learned 
flamenco at source in the Quadros 
Flamencos. 
. In 1960, she came to give one 
concert in Israc] and stayed a year, 
touring the kibbutzim with a guitar- 
ist and a tape recorder. “It wasn’t as 
it is today,” she says. “There were 
no kibbutz theatres. I danced on 
tables and beds put together ~ but it 
was a great success.” 

Back in the United States she ran 
the Iberian Dance Theatre for five 
years, She says she also created the 
original choreography for “The Man 
from La Mancha,” but’ was never 
credited.

U have a suspicion that this will 
have ended the boycott nansense 
forever; at least it will stop anybody 
trying (o ruin the Games by it haugh- 
ty non-appearance. This is quite 
different fram the Olympic mave- 
ment outlawing a country, as in the 
case of South Africa, 

The world boycotting a country 
can be very effective: a proup of 
countries boycotting the work! only 
make asses of themselves. This hap- 
pened to the Africans, who quit their 
nonsense after Montreal in 1976; it 
happened ta the Americans and 
their friends in Moscow in-1980; now 
it has happened to the Soviet bloc. 
With what chagrin their athletes and 
peoples must have followed the 
adulation of the Chinese and Ruma- 
nians!

Korea at Seoul in 1988. In passing, | 
must say that the Korean tiger looks 
much more attractive than the 
American eagle or chicken or duck 
or whatever it was that Hollywood 
produced for these Games: their 
“symboi was toc arch and confused.

In the face 
of these major problems, too many 
politicians and persons of influence 
choose to shut their eyes to the facts. 
Too many refrain fram critical analy- 
sis of propaganda in order to pre- 
serve their illusions about the price 
of oil. And far too many, the over- 
whelming bulk of us, had never been 
furnished with enough data to 
understand what the problem really 
was.” a.
